onyht to explain why the Uriff of $63,000,- 
000 ou sugar was abolished and a bouuly 
of two cents per pound given to American 
producera. 
Would it not be belter for the 


United Statue to have the sugar planters 
of Cuba and Porto Rica pay $63,000,000 
annually into the United States Treasury 
on augur shipped to this country than to 
release them from the payment of tbat 
amount nnd tax home industries to pay a 
bounty of $10.000.000 to home sugar pro- 
ducers? 
It ia certainly poor statesman- 


ship to release foreign sugar producers 
from the payment of two cents per pound 
on the sugar wbioh they export to the 
United State?, if they, not the consumers, 
pay the duty, and then tax oar own people 
to pay two cents per pound beauty for 
uugir produced at home. 
If the assertion 


that the foreign producer, not the American 
consumer, paid the duty on imported arti- 
cles could bii substantiated by facts, but 
unfortunately it cannot be, then the tariff 
could not be too high, unless it was abso- 
lutely prohibitory, and Miijor McKmley 
would deserve execration, not for increas- 
ing the t-infl on tin plato and other arti- 
cles, but for putting sugar on the free list 
and releasing foreign producers of that 
article frooi the payment of over sixty mil- 
lion dollars a year toward the support of 
the United Slates Government. 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


, IMPORTED LABORERS. 


A few.yeara ago the Pennsylvania coal 


nnd iron kings imported large numbers of 
laborers from the Austrian provinces, the 
cheapest they conld fl jd iu Europe. 
These 


men were kuown by numbers, not by 
name. They lived in hovels, worked for 
wages at wbioh Pacific Coast Chinese would 
disdainfully turn up their noses and eked 
out a, miserable existence. Though caring 
nothing for the people or institutions of 
this country, they learned after a few years' 
residence, the art of striking for higher 
wages. 
Now they tarn against those who 


imported them and have to be shot down 
like wild beasts to prevent them from de- 
stroying life and property. They did no' 
come with the intention of remaining per- 
manently and making homes for themselves 
and families, or with any knowledge of, 
much less love for, republican institutions 
and made no effort to qualify themselves 
to become American citizens. 


Tho^e wretches, 
exercising the ouly 


means in their power to obtain higher 
wages, refused to work for the pittance 
paid them. That they had the undisputed 
rii*ht to do, but they sought to prevent 
by force others from taking their places 
Then their former employers invoked the 
aid of the authorities to protect the lives 
of those ia their employ from the stiilters 
and the result is told in the dispatches. 


THE INDIANS WILL NUT 
ENLIST. 


Congress made an appropriation for or- 


ganizing and equipping two thousand In- 
diana to constitute a part of the regular 
army. The War Department, in acjord- 
anoe with tha provision? of the act, is- 
sued orders to officers at frontier posts to 
enhsr Indians for ths term of five years, 
one or more companies o! the red men to 
be attuahed to each regiment. The recruit- 
ing officers now report that so far their 
efforts to get the ludiins to enlist have 
been unsuccessful.

Tbe Italian Iron Clad*.

PHILADELPHIA, 
April 
3. — Charles 


Cramps, the head of the great ship build- 
ing firm, Bays: " New York is in no danger 
from Italian ironclads. They'll not com* 
over here," hs said confidently. "In the 
first place they can't carry coal enough to 
make such a voyage Bate, and they could 
find no place here to recoal. Then their 
great drafts would make it impossible for 
them to do much damage on this Bide. 
They are not lamiliar with onr coast and 
would be in constant danger of grounding 
the moment they came at all near the coast. 
They carry very heavy guns, but except for 
firing on a city, these goes are not effective 
muoh over a mile, and our new cruisers, 
recently constructed, could be very effective 
by circling about the monsters, peppering 
them with long range rifled cannon and 
drawing them into shallow water. If a 
shot from one of their ironclads struck one 
of onr cruisers it would, of course, do con- 
siderable damage, but, except by chance, it 
is doubtful if at such a distance any gun- 
ner in the Italian navy conld hit such a 
small object as a vessel going at the rate 15 
to 20 knots an hour. Shallow water and 
the great draught of the ironclads make it 
practically impossible to successfully bom- 
bard New York. The Vesuvius is the onl> 
dynamite cruiser in the wcrld, and if she 
drops one of her deadly shells aboard an 
Italian ironclad all danger from the lattei 
would be over." 


Indiana Will Not Enlist.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—News was re- 


ceived at the War Department of the re- 
sult of the efforts being made by Western 
army officers to carry out the provisions ot 
the Army Appropriation bill, authorizing 
the enlistment of 2,000 Indian recruits, is 
very discouraging.

These Indians are said 
to be progressing rapidly in the path of civ- 
ilization and the almost incredible fact is 
reported that the renowned warrior, Gero- 
nimo. who was for years the terror of the 
West, is now a prominent teacher in a lo- 
cal Sunday school.

Three Mm Drowned on th« Rocky Rhode 


Island Sl»o*e Within Ten'Feet of Terra 
Firms) — A Vivid Description of an' 
Awful Storm.

William H. Barns, an eye •witness of 


the wrecking of the three masted schoo- 
ner A. H. Hurltrart, of Gloucester, tells 
a thrilling story of the battle of the ves- 
sel's crew for life. She was trying to 
make Newport for a harbor, but, being 
unable to accomplish this, dropped an- 
chor at noon about a quarter of a mile 
off shore. She dragged her anchors and 
struck Black Point about 4 o'clock, and 
in twenty minutes was kindling wood. 
The crew consisted of six men. Three 
were drowned, including the captain, 
and three were saved. Every man of 
them was on the rocks at one time, and 
the captain and steward were swept 
away when but five feet from shore. It 
was an awful struggle for life between 
these six men and the merciless waters. 
Burns tells the story thus: 


Black Point, where the vessel struck, is 


three miles south of the Casino. It is a 
mass of rock which juts boldly from the 
shore, but descends into a sharp pointed 
reef with jagged protruding edges at its 
farther point. It is not one solid body, 
for the action of the waves has worn 
wide and deep crevices in it, where the 
water forms in pools. On the north side 
it forms a sort of cove, where the sea in 
a gale has full sweep. 


1 have charge of the cottage of S. S. 


Rogers, of B\iffalo, where I live with 
my family, and which is about a quarter 
of a mile from Black Point on the bluff. 
I was informed about twenty minutes to 
4 by Sam Kissouth, who lives near by, 
that a schooner was going on the point. 
He immediately rushed out, and was on 
the bluff about fifty yards from the rocks 
when the schooner, drifting broadside 
on, struck. 
The wind was blowing 


sixty miles an hour and the sleet and 
hail cut into the face like needles, 


WRECKED BY WATES. 


1 was quickly on the shore. The ves- 


sel was scarcely 100 feet away, and was 
right on top of the sharp rocks, which 
were exposed by each receding wave. 
The men were plainly visible, huddled 
together, banging on to the house at the 
stern of the schooner. At five minutes 
to 4, fifteen minutes after she struck, 
the mizzenmast toppled over with a 
crash that was heard above the other 
noises, and the mainmast and the fore- 
mast quickly followed. As the fore- 
mast went over the side the vessel split 
in the middle, and the cakes of ice with 
which she was loaded came pouring out. 


As the vessel parted the men jumped 


for the rocks. They all landed. Young 
Lawrence, a mere boy, only 18 years 
old, 
was the last to jump. He never 


reached the shore. 
The mate. John 


Eooney, as quickly as he could, threw 
off his boots and overcoat. His fore- 
thought saved his life. The captain, the 
mate and the steward, Frank Ham- 
mond, kept together. 
While Bernard 


Webers and another seaman named 
Kuna tried to work their way over to 
ward the south end of the reef, the 
others went straight ahead and more 
toward the north side, where the sea had 
full sweep. 


I had run down to the shore while 


Kissoutb had gone after another man 
named Rowley. When they got to. 
scene the vessel was in pieces an.d the 
men struggling for thei^ lives. 
I 


tioned myself toward, the, south side, and 
beckoned and gesticulated for; the men 
to come that way. I yelled also, but'. 
could hardly hear my own voice. The 
group of three and the young sailor 
however, kept right on. The sea was 
dashing over the rocks with terrifii 
force, every wave completely submerg 
ing them. The holes and crevices were 
filled with water, and through these tb 
men waded or swam, clinging to th 
rockweed or the slippery rocks as each 
wave struck them.
